Two most reassuring facts 
concerning the efficiency of the 
British Navy were revealed 
during the debate on the naval 
estimates in the House of Com- 
mons. The first is that, thanks

the battleship still remains 
supreme at sea; the other, that 
Britain has devised an almost 
fool-proof anti-submarine ‘de- 
viee which ensures British 
security from this form of at- 
tack. It is therefore clear that, 
Ldespite the decline in British 
naval . strength—now, happily, 
to be made good—there has been 
no neglect of measures to cn- 


—l|-sure-the-fleet-being-able_to_give 


a good account of itself should 
the necessity ever arise. Much 
ihas been going on behind the 
scenes in technical develop- 
ments, and there is thus good 
reason for believing that in this 
respect. Britain has kept well 
abreast of the times. There 
has latterly been considerable 
divergence of viewpoint in naval 
circles ‘regarding the size of 
battleships, but the conclusion 
appears to have been reached 
that this type of vessel need not 
be of mammoth dimensions. On 
this point, a well-known naval 
writer recently expressed the 
view that in the event of other 
nations constructing huge 
battleships—far greater than 
anything Britain needs for 
security in home waters—\we 
should not follow ‘suit, but 
should be content to strike out, 
on our old lines, as of yore. The 
rest of the naval world, he

WISDOM OF THE EAST 


While Europe bickers ‘and snarls, 
and treaties and’ pledges seem to 
have lost their potency as preserva- 
tives of peace, Wisdom is at work 
in the Near and Middle East. 

A-- Pan-Arab Federation, re- 
miniscent of the ideal expressed in 
Colonel Lawrence’s “Seven Pillars 
of Wisdom,” may be a direct out- 
cone of the East African conflict. 
The flerce, old hatreds which were 
bred:in-the-deserts and-which -bore 
fruit In many a bloody war and 
heartless massacre, may be buried. 
For with nations of Eurupe bnild- 
ing mighty fleets and armies and 
seeking new lands to conquer, Asia 
hag awakened to the danger beset- 
ting its frontiers, 

This is one interpretation to be 
placed upon the algnifieant, diplo- 
matic activity in the East. Turkey 
and ‘Persia are. lending the way 
with moves towards closer political 
and economic co-operation. Atten- 
tion must also be given to the pact 
of non-aggression ' recently nego- 
tiated between Turkey, Persia and 
Irak, by arrangements for_a visit 
of the Shah of Persia to Baghdad 
to sign the treaty and iron out 
frontier differences. One of the 
salient points of this accord is that 
it aims at bringing both the 
powerful Hedjaz and the Afghanis- 
tan peoples within its scope, and 
that Yemen and Transjordania may 
be drawn in later. The Arabs are 
drawing closer together. And with 
their unity the fusion of the 
Moslem world is as good as accom- 
pushed, according to nuthoritics. . 

This, if it’ is nothing more, Is 
a sign for would-be conquerors ‘in 
Afrien and elsewhere to step 
cautiously for fear of treading on 
some Moslem toe. .

This, of course, changes 
its form from year to year, and 
each. succeeding expedition has 
to find its own route of ascent. 


In 1933 about 40 feet of prac- 
tically vertical ice wall had to be- 
surmounted, and this threw a 
very heavy strain on the men 
who made the first: ascent.

In these conditions the climber 
cun only proceed by laboriously 
clearing cach sloping foothold 
of snow before ‘he ventures on 
to it. 


The great couloir, or gully 
which separates the _ final 
pyramid from the rest of the 
north face always has a certain 
amount of snow in it, and has te 
be treated with the greatest 
caution, Having renched

vantage law in “B's” favour? 

Those who supported tho Jatter 
ruling based thelr opinion on the 
note to. Law. 10: 

“A referee should sce that &h advantage 
(generally meaning territorial advantage) fs 
actually gained by tho noneofending team, 
failing which he should whistle for the 
offence. An opportunity of gaining an ade 
vantage fe not suMicient.” 

NO OPTION 

‘In this case “A” offended, "B" did 
not gain an advantage, and the re- 
referce apparently had no option but 
to award a penalty kick, though as 
romoone focularly remarked, he would 
tbe & brave man who would do so 
If “A” wore the home team on some 
of our loading grounds, 

Roferees who gisagreed with the 
decision to award a penalty wanted 
to know if, instead of the drop at 
goal, the ball had been passed alon, 
the line to tho wing, who: knocke:

CRITICISM OF 
MAGISTRATE 


An appeal was brought before Mr. 
Justice R. E. Lindsel! and Mr. Justice 
3. J.. Hnyden nt the Full Court of 
Appeal thia marning by Lt So, alias 
Li Tateshang, against the decision of 
Mr.’ W. Shofteki, First Magistrate, [n 
convicting him on threo charges in 
connection with dangerous drigs,, 

The appellans was charged with 
(1) possession of 35,000 heroln pills 
on the sccom! Moor mf.No. 15 Caroline 
Road on November 19 dant year; (2) 
possession of 614 ounces of codeine 
phosphate and 1% ouncen of stry- 
chnine; and (3) areasion of 17 
ounces of heroin. He was fined $2,500 
or one yenr aml ‘in nddition was sen- 
tenced to one year’s imprisonment 
without the option on the first charge; 
$2,500 or one yeur concurrent on the 
second, and $2,G00 or one yenr con- 
current.on the third. 

Mr. Leo D'Alminda, jnr., instructed 
by Mr, F. H. Loseby, Appeared for 
the sppellant, and Mr. J. B, Prentis, 
Assistant Crown Solicitoy, was for 
the Crown. ety . 

Recalling the facts of the case, 
Mr. D'Almnda said on November 10° 
Inst the appellagt and ‘three ‘others, 
including a woman, were arrested at 
16 Careline Road. In one ef-vhe two 
rooms there was found what might be 
‘termed a herain pit factory in full 
Mart-—25,000 heroin pills aa well ns 
a-quantity of heroin and other drugs. 
The four dofendants were arrested 
and orginally charged with posses: 
sion of heroin pla, possession cf 
pofton and possession of . heroin. 
Later on, a further charge, that of 
conspiracy to, manufacture heroin 
pills, wag added dut this avas - 
sequently dropped by the Crown. . 

The appellant did not give evidence 
at the Mayistracy. The trial lasted 
several herrings and the appellant 
with the other three defendants were 
convietul on February 2 last. 

QUESTIONS ASKED 

The facts of the arrest, counsel 
continued, were that, on ‘information 
received, Revenue Officer Grimmilt 
went to the prentises rbout 10: o'clock 
one night and there found the de- 
fendants, Certain questions were put 
to them by Mr, Grimmitt after they 
had. been put under arrest, and in 
answer to these queries certain state- 
ments were made. 

Mr. Justice Lindsell: Was that ad- 
mitted by the Crown? 

Mr. D'Almadn: JI am going to 
establish beyond all dorbt that ques- 
tions were put to the defendants 
nfter they had heen arrested, 

Counsel then read «certain parts 
of the evidence given by Mr. Grim- 
mitt in which he stated that he had 
made up his mind to arrest the people 
as soon as he saw the drugs. 

Continuing, Mr. D’Almada said tho 
appellant's replics to. the first two 
charges were (1) the heroin pills did 
not belong to him; and.

WORKING: OF THE ADVANTAGE RU

Unanimity of ruling is shat 
roferces’ socictics alm at, and 
the discussion mettings that are 
held from time to time help to- 
wards that Utopian end. But 
the members of the London Re- 
ferees’ Society were sharply 
divided over an intriguing point 
that arose at thoir recent mect- 
ing, and which concerned the 
enpealion of the advantage 
aw. 


Briefly, the facts are these. A 
scrum was formed in ‘‘A’s” “26" in 
front of thelr goal posts.” As “B" 
were heeling out “A's” wing forward 
deliberately moved to an offside posi- 
tion. The referee did not whistle at 
once, ‘but allowed “B's” scrum ‘half 
to pass ‘the ball out to his* partner, 
who promptly dropped at gonl, but 
missed, “A” touched down, Inci- 
dentally the score was then 12—8 in 
“A's” favour. 


Should the referee heave allowed 
“A" to drop out, theroby condonin 
the offence of their wing forwar 
and severely hantlleapping "B," or 
should ho ‘havo whistied for o penalty 
kick at the, apot whore the forward 
wan offside, theroby applying the od- 
vantage Jaw: in “B's” favour? 

Those who supported the Intter 
ruling based their opinion on tho 
note to Law 10: 4 

“A referee ahould seo thet an advantage 
(wenorally meaning territorial advantage) fs 
actuatly gained by the non-offending team, 
falling which he abould whlatle for the 
offence, An oppartunity of malning an sd- 
vantage |e not suffictent,"” 


NO OPTION 


In this case “A” offended, “B" did 
not gnin tin advantage, and the re- 
referee apparently had no option but 
to award a penalty kick; though-as 
someone jocularly remarked, ha would 
be o brave man who would do so 
{f “A” were the home team ‘on same 
of our lending grounds. 

Roferees who disagreed with the 
doclsion to award a penalty wanted 
to know if, instead of the drop at 
goal, the ball had been passed alon; 
the linc to the wing, who knocke 
on behind the point whore the offence 
took place—no territorial advantage 
having been gained—would jt still fe 
correct to ‘yo back several moves,” 
ns it were, and penalise the off-side 
playor? . . 
‘Actually, of course, he should, but 
most people will agree that would be 
absurd. Which only gocs to show 
how difficult the advantage law Is: to 
apply and how it throws responsibi- 
lity on our already overburdened re- 
ferces. : 
Players, and well-known ones too, 
have ‘been known deliberately to fal 
off-side when ‘defonding, a 
penalty kick In the hope. thot oppon- 
ents, as has happened, would. fall 


into the trap by having a drop at} _ 


goal, : 
‘Some people would call it cheat- 
Ing, others clever tactics; but it pro- 
vides one forcible argument why the 
value of a penalty gon) should not 
be lessened, and why a dropped gon} 
shoutd~still- count-four~ points.——.— 


VALUE OF DROP GOAL 


That is-one_of the questions the 
International Board have to decide 
when they meot in London noxt 
month. So far as I.can gather, the 
bulk of opinion is in favour of the 
dropped goal being on a par with 
the penalty—-3 points—dut personal- 
ly I shall be sorry to see the change. 

It scems to_be generally agreed, 
however, that Law 19 (b) snould be 
amended fo. make pushing from be- 
hind, while an opponent in ptoopin, 
to pick up the ball, legal. On ha 
grounds it is a particularly danger- 
ous practice, and no one will regret 
It being ruled out.
